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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL FOR THE SESSION OCTOBER, 1935

(Presented on May /2th, 1936.) 


The past session has been a period of steady pro- 
gress. The Society’s work has further developed and 
a number of new departures, which it is hoped will 
prove of considerable benefit to members, have been 
made. 


Election of Officers and Council for next Session. 

In accordance with the procedure outlined in the 
Articles and By-Laws of the Society, the nominations 
made by the Council to fill vacancies have been circu- 
lated to all Corporate Members, who have thus been 
afforded an opportunity of making additional nomina- 
tions, if they so desired. 

As a result, nominations on behalf of Mr. R. O. 
Ackerley and Mr. J. M. Waldram have been received, 
and the Council has pleasure in adding the names to 
the list already put forward by them. No further 
nominations having been received, those nominated 
are now automatically elected. 

Accordingly, Mr. A. Cunnington will become 
President for the next Session. Mr. Percy Good will 
become Vice-President, Mr. J. S. Dow will continue 
to act as Honorary Secretary, and Mr. E. Stroud will 
become Honorary Treasurer.

In addition to the above, the special Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee (consisting of Mr. H. Hepworth Thompson, 
Mr. A. W. Beuttell, Mr. J. S. Dow, Mr. Percy Good, 
Mr. C. C. Paterson, and Dr. J. W. T. Walsh), which 
was appointed last session to review the suggestions 
put forward in the 1934-35 Presidential Address, has 
reported to the Council. The recommendations of 


this Committee were considered at the special meet-. 


ing of members called on September 26, 1935, which 
is dealt with later in this report. 

The various panels formed by the Technical Com- 
mittee have been pursuing the studies mentioned in 
the last report, and a new investigation into the 
specification and measurement of gloss of materials 
used in illuminating engineering is being undertaken. 
The panel concerned with “ Recommended Values of 
Illumination” has now completed the first stage of 
its work. The recommended values of illumination 


for various purposes have been published in the 


“Transactions of the Society” (No. 3, March, 1936, 
pp. 42-44). The fundamental problems underlying 
such values, which were reviewed in a paper read 
before the Society by the present President in 1933, 
are still being studied by a sub-committee working. 
under the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. One of the most important factors, the 
determination of the influence of size of object on the 
requisite illumination, has already been discussed in} 
an informative report made by H. C. Weston and) 
issued jointly by the Medical Research Council and) 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 

It is understood that the results of the further im) 
vestigations into the effect of contrast are likely 10) 
be available in the near future. 

The Membership and Development: Committee 
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been considering various methods by which the 
Society’s work may be made more widely known. 
In particular they have explored possibilities of in- 
teresting teachers and students in colleges and insti- 
tutions in the study of illumination. It is hoped that 
a paper dealing with this topic will be presented 
before the Association of Technical Institutions in 
the near future. On the initiative of the Committee 
an arrangement has also been made with the Illu- 
minating Engineering Society in the United States 
whereby both bodies will simultaneously bring to 
the notice of their members the work of the sister 
society. It is hoped that the number of those who 
are members of both societies will thus be materially 
increased. Other projects which are being explored 
by the Committee include the insertion of brief 
notices in the publications of firms and bodies asso- 
ciated with the lighting industry; in several cases 
steps in this direction have already been taken. 


The Leon Gaster Memorial Fund. 

A statement of the income and expenditure of this 
fund, which is now in its fifth year of operation, is 
appended. The fifth award of the Leon Gaster Pre- 
mium of ten guineas was made during the past 
session to Mr. H. N. Green for his paper entitled 
“Recent Developments in Airway and Aerodrome 
Lighting,” read at the meeting of the Society on 
March 12, 1935. 


The Silver Jubilee Commemoration (1934) Award. 


The Silver Jubilee Commemoration (1934) Award 
was granted, for the first time, to Mr. Ralph G. 
Hopkinson for his excellent contribution entitled 
“The Photographic Representation of Street Light- 
ing Installations,” which was subsequently presented 
in the form of a paper at the joint meeting with the 
Royal Photographic Society on December 17. In 
connection with this award, two other contributions 
were submitted, from Mr. N. H. Denholm, entitled 
“Recent Developments in Illumination,” and from 
Mr. E. J. Ireland, entitled “A Street Lighting 
Calculator.” 


General Meetings. 


At the opening meeting on October 8, 1935, the 
Presidential Address was delivered by Mr. A. W. 
Beuttell who emphasised the vital importance of 
artificial light to all sections of the community and 
the variety of trades included in the lighting 
industry of to-day. He visualised the creation 
of a representative council to review certain broad 
tendencies of considerable importance to the industry 
as a whole. The usual Report of Progress was again 
presented. The display of apparatus illustrating de- 
velopments in photometry and illumination revealed 
once more the tendency to extend year by year. A 
new departure was made by throwing open the dis- 
play in the afternoon, previous to the actual meeting 
and demonstrations. 

The paper entitled “Visual Perceptions Under 
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Modern Conditions,” read by Dr. R. J. Lythgoe at 
the subsequent meeting on November 12, was op- 
portune at the present moment when so much discus- 
sion on the relation between illumination and vision 
is taking place. At the next meeting, on December 
10, a paper entitled “Practical Electric Discharge 
Lamps: Their General Applications and Recent 
Advances” was read by Mr. L. J. Davies and who 
contrived a series of striking demonstrations, 
those illustrating stroboscopic effects obtained 
from discharge lamps operating on a.c. circuits being 
of special interest. On December 17 there was a 
special joint meeting with the Royal Photographic 
Society, at which Mr. R. G. Hopkinson’s paper, men- 
tioned above, was read. 


The meeting on January 14 was devoted to a dis- 
cussion on “The Applications of Ultra-Violet Light 
and Fluorescence and Phosphorescence,” which was 
opened by an introductory paper by Mr. F. E. Lam- 
plough. Dr. Leonard Levy and others who took part 
in the discussion arranged a series of demonstrations 
illustrating the application of fluorescence as a 
means of analysis and for spectacular effect. At the 
subsequent meeting on February 11 two distinct sub- 
jects were treated. Mr. H. Buckley, in a paper en- 
titled “ The Classification of Symmetrical Light Dis- 
tributions” gave a survey of the British Standard 
Specification, and the reasons which had led to the 
adoption of the “frame-ratio.” He also outlined the 
efforts made at various international conferences to 
attain agreement on this subject. Two papers by 
Mr.S. F. Dunkley and Mr. W. R. Stevens on “ Thermal 
Tests for Illuminating Glassware” and by Mr. S. F. 
Dunkley on “ Heat vege Glassware with Special 
Reference to Tests for Quality” were illustrated by 
various demonstrations and by a film showing the 
nature of the tests. 

The final ordinary meeting on April 7 was devoted 
to a series of papers on “Applications of Photo- 
electric Cells in Illuminating Engineering.” 

At the annual general meeting on May 12 the 
practice adopted in recent years of inviting an expert 
from abroad to deliver an address is again to be fol- 
lowed. On this occasion Dr. Merry Cohu, of Paris, has 
kindly consented to deliver an address, which will 


deal with certain features of progress in illumination 
in France. 


Meetings in Provincial Cities. 

During the past session the Hon. Secretary of the 
North-Western Area Local Section, Mr. James 
Sellars, arranged a regular series of meetings and 
visits from October to March. The initial event was 
a visit to Chester, to see the illuminations. This was 
followed by a display illustrating recent advances in 
lighting, at which many of the items which figured 
at the opening meeting in London were again on 
view. At subsequent meetings, papers on “The 
Science of Seeing” (Mr. W. J. Jones), “The World’s 
Most Modern Fish Dock” (Mr. A. G. Brown and 
Mr. A. L. Whittenham), “The Application of Sub- 
jective Methods to Lighting Problems” (Mr. R. 
Maxted) were read. This section may be regarded as 
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well established and serves as a most effective centre 
in the North-Western area. 


Visits. 

One of the general meetings was associated with a 
visit to the National Physical Laboratory on 
March 10, when members had an opportunity of 
hearing an address by Dr. J. W. T. Walsh, and in- 
specting the new photometric building. Other visits 
took place on October 22, 1935, when the lighting of 
the National Gallery and the National Portrait Gal- 
lery was inspected, and on January 8, when an in- 
formal display in the Demonstration Theatre of the 
Strand Electric and Engineering Company, Ltd., was 
arranged. 

Informal Meetings. 

A new and successful departure has been the 
arrangement of meetings of an informal nature for 
debate and discussion, of which no report was taken 
or preserved. The first of these meetings, on 
November 19, was devoted to a debate on the pro- 
position “ That the User is the Ultimate Authority on 
flumination ” corpers by Mr. A. Cunnington and 
opposed by Mr. G. H. Wilson), over which Mr. R. O. 
Ackerley presided. A second meeting of similar 
character, on March 31, over which Mr. J. G. Clark 
presided, was devoted to “ Questions and Answers,” 
various knotty points, mostly of a photometric char- 
acter, being propounded for solution. 


Proposals for Improving the Position of the Society. 

The report of the Special Committee on this sub- 
ject and the discussion to which they gave rise at the 
Special Meeting called on = gsc 26, 1935, have 
already been reported.* It will be recalled that, after 
various alternative names for the Society had been 
reviewed, it was ultimately. agreed, by a large 
majority, to retain the existing title, coupled with 
which was the recognition that the Society is prim- 


arily a body for the advancement of knowledge of 
lighting and aims at interesting users as well as 
experts. 


he meeting also approved in principle the forma- 
tion of sections to deal with special subjects, the re- 
arrangement of the Journal, so as to permit the 
separate presentation of Transactions, and the forma- 
tion of a library. 
The Council are happy to be able to record that all 
these three objects are in course of realisation. 


Sectional Meetings. 

Expression has already been given to the desire 
that Sectional Meetings should be arranged for the 
benefit of those interested mainly in special aspects 
of illumination and photometry such as can natur- 
ally only be dealt with occasionally at the ordinary 
monthly meetings of the Society. The first section 
of this kind, to deal with photometry and allied 
problems, has already been formed. The Organising 
Committee consists of Mr. H. Buckley (chairman), 
Mr. M. G. Bennett, Mr. F. C. Smith, Mr. E. Stroud, 
Dr. J. W. T. Walsh, and Mr. W. T. Winch, with Mr. 
Kenneth F. Sawyer as Honorary Secretary.

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The Opening Meeting was held at the Westminster 
Technical Institute on February 4, when an intro- 
ductory address dealing with certain outstanding 
problems in photometry was delivered by Dr. 
J. W. T. Walsh, and the future of the section was dis- 
cussed. There was an excellent attendance and up- 
wards of sixty members have already indicated their 
wish to be associated with this section. 

A second meeting was held on April 28, when 
contributions dealing with Photometric Apparatus 
for Lamp Testing (Mr. A. R. McGibbon and Mr. P. C. 
Sugg) and Photoelectric Integrating Cubes (Lt.-Col. 
Kenelm Edgcumbe) were presented. 


The formation of other sections dealing with (a) 
architectural and decorative lighting and (b) indus- 
trial lighting is now being studied. 


Issue of Transactions. 


The Council has also carried into effect the further 
proposal approved at the Special Meeting, that 
papers and discussions read before the Society should 
be issued separately as “Transactions.” This 
arrangement dates from the commencement of the 
present year. Members now receive both the Trans- 
actions, for which a special spring binder is pro- 
vided, and the Journal which is now being issued in 
a more popular form under the title of “ Light and 
Lighting.” The combination seems to meet the re- 
quirements of the Society in a very happy manner 
and the circulation of the Journal in its new form 
has already had the effect of securing. a number of 
new members for the Society. The cost of separate 
printing of the Transactions, whilst not beyond the 
present resources of the Society, is likely to prove a 
somewhat formidable item, especially as the amount 
of matter published tends to increase continuously. 
Accordingly it is suggested that at present only 
papers presented at general meetings in London 
should be reproduced in full in the Transactions, 
proceedings at other meetings being summarised in 
the Journal. The publication in full of contributions 
of outstanding merit presented before sectional or 
provincial meetings will, however, receive 
consideration. 


Formation of a Library. 


The initial steps towards the formation of a library 
have also been taken. The nucleus of such a library, 
including complete issues of “ The Illuminating En- 
gineer” and almost complete issues of the “ Trans 
actions of the American Illuminating Engineering 
Society,” exists at 32, Victoria-street, S.W.1, and has 
been placed at the disposal of the Society by Mr 
J.S. Dow. Other offers of books have been received | 
in response to the appeal issued to members during 
the present session. 

At the close of the last financial year the Library 
Fund, which was initiated by a generous gift of fifteen | 
guineas from Mr. H. Hepworth Thompson, had’ 
attained £23 10s. 6d., and this sum has since been in| 
creased by further contributions to nearly £50. 
the moment, lists of books presented and offered, and_ 
further lists of books which it would be desirable 
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to obtain, are being prepared. After these lists have 
been completed the more difficult question of the 
housing of the library, so as to be readily accessible to 
members, will receive consideration. ; 


Certificate of Qualification in Illuminating 
Engineering. 

The proposal brought forward at the special meet- 
ing held in September last, that some form of Certi- 
ficate of Qualification in Illuminating Engineering 
should be instituted by the Society, is now receiving 
attention from a sub-committee. 

The matter is not yet sufficiently advanced to 
enable a definite statement on this subject to be 
made. It may be mentioned, however, that the plan 
will take into consideration the view expressed at 
the special meeting, that such a certificate, whilst in- 
tended to be held by those members of the Society 
who are able to present evidence of the requisite 
knowledge and experience, would not be regarded as 
a condition of membership. 


Membership. 

The efforts made during the past year yo arouse 
interest in the work of the Society have again led to 
useful additions to the membership list, over eighty 
applications for membership of all classes having 
been received and approved. It is hoped that some of 
the new measures mentioned above, and especially 
the development of sections devoted to special phases 
of lighting, will prove helpful in broadening the basis 
of membership and inducing some of those interested 
mainly in these special aspects to join. But in the 
meantime the Council desires to impress on members 
again that the main need of the Society at the present 
moment is a considerable increase in membership. 
On this depends the complete realisation of the plans 
for improving the status of the Society and increas- 
ing its utility to members, which have been the sub- 
ject of so much study during the past session. 


Annual Dinner. 
Owing to the death of His Majesty King 


George V., the Annual Dinner, originally arranged - 


to take place on February 4, was deferred until 
March 24. The Dinner was again held at the Troca- 
dero Restaurant. The experience of recent years was 
again repeated, the attendance (approximately 340 
according to the table plan) being once more a 
record, and far in advance of that in 1935. The toast 
of “ The Illuminating Engineering Society,” to which 
the President (Mr. A. W. Beuttell) responded, was 
proposed by Mr. J. M. Kennedy, O.B.E. (President 
of the Institution of Electrical Engineers). The 
toast of “ The Guests” was proposed by Mr. A. Cun- 
hington (Vice-President), and was responded to by 
Colonel W. Moncrieff Carr (President of the Institu- 
tion of Gas Engineers) and Mr. A. Maurice Bell 
(President of the Association of Public Lighting 

gineers). As usual, societies and institutions were 
well represented amongst the guests. 
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Privileged Members. 

At the suggestion of the Membership and Develop- 
ment Committee a new departure, the nomination of 
a certain number of “Privileged Members” (not ex- 
ceeding twelve in any one year), has been sanctioned 
by the Council. This distinction, which entitles the 
recipient to all the privileges of membership except 
those of voting and taking office, is subject to annual 
renewal. It is intended as a recognition of service, 
sympathy, and interest in the*Society’s work on the 
part of those outside the lighting industry, but de- 
sirous of promoting the aims which the Society has 
in view. During the past session two Privileged 
Members, Dr. J. W. Whitaker (Croydon Polytechnic) 


‘and Mr. J. W. Bispham (London County Council 


Educational Dept.), have been nominated. 


Financial Position. 


The accounts for the past year, which are attached 
to this report, again reveal progress. The previous 
year to that now considered was, in a financial sense, 
an exceptional one, partly because the income in- 
cluded an amount of £47 5s. in respect of three Life 
Subscriptions, and partly because of the exceptional 
efforts to secure new members which were made 
during that year. Bearing in mind these facts, there is 
again evident a satisfactory increase in revenue. It 
will also be observed that the amount entered in the 
balance sheet in respect of subscriptions paid in ad- 
vance (£41 15s.), for which no credit is taken in 
assessing the income fer 1935, is exceptionally large. 
This condition, which will favourably affect the re- 
sults for the subsequent year, is due to the fact that 
in an unusual proportion of cases (including several 
sustaining members) membership approved near 
the close of 1935 only became effective at the com- 
mencement of 1936. 

The tendency of expenditure to rise, a natural re- 
sult of the continual extension in the work of the 
Society, is again evident. There is no doubt that this 
tendency will again manifest itself in 1936, when pro- 
vision for such developments as the issue of “ Tran- 
sactions,” the holding of more Sectional Meetings, 
and the possible formation of new Local Centres will 
require consideration. 

There is every reason, therefore, to continue efforts 
to increase the membership and income of the Society 
in order to meet increased calls in the future. 

During the past session the Society’s holding in 33 
per cent. registered War Stock was increased by £300, 
bringing the total amount thus invested up to £1,500. 

In the case of the Leon Gaster Memorial Fund, and 
the International Illumination Congress Fund (1931) 
there is no material change to report. The statement 
relating to the National Illumination Committee 
Fund includes an expenditure item of £79 10s. in 
respect of the expenses of N.I.C. delegates attending 
the International Commission on Illumination held in 
Germany during the past year. 

An additional fund, which appears for the first 
time, is that relating to the library. This has already 
been the subject of reference. 





Relations with other Bodies. 

Leading members of the Society have again served 
on the numerous committees operating under the 
National Illumination Committee, the British Stand- 
ards Institution and the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research. The Society annually appoints 
representatives to serve on the National Illumination 
Committee. The great majority of those attending 
the 1935 session of the International Commission on 
Illumination were, as usual, members of the Illumi- 
nating Engineering Society. On that occasion, how- 
ever, the Society also appointed, for the first time, in 
the person of its President, an official representative. 


The departmental committee concerned with - 


public lighting and operating under the Ministry of 
Transport, to which a memorandum was presented 
by the Society in 1935, has since issued an interim 
report. Experiments and enquiries, in which members 
of the Society continue to take an active part, are 
still being pursued by the committee. 


Programme for Next Session. 
The programme for the 1936-37 session is now in 
course of preparation. Offers of papers and sugges- 
tions for subjects should be sent in to the Honorary 





Secretary as soon as possible. Special importance 
is attached to contributions of an original character. 
It is particularly desired that the manuscripts of all 
papers should be received in good time before the 
opening of the session in October next so that ample 
time may be available to allot dates and to take 
any measures necessary to secure informative 
and successful meetings. All papers read before the 
Society are eligible for the Leon Gaster Memorial 
Premium. Entries for the Silver Jubilee Comme- 
moration (1934) Award will also be welcome. 

Special consideration is being devoted to the dis- 
play illustrating progress in illuminating engineer- 
ing at the opening meeting of the session. The num- 
ber of exhibits tends to increase continually. It is 
possible that new methods may prove expedient in 
order to afford adequate oppcrtunities for demon- 
stration and to bring the display before the notice 
of a wider audience. In the meantime the Hon. 
Secretary would be glad to receive suggestions for 
exhibits—especially items of an _ exceptionally 
original and interesting character. 

It is hoped, during the next session, to initiate 
other sectional meetings besides those already estab- 
lished, and there is also a prosvect that local centres 
in other areas, for example, Glasgow and Dublin, may 
be organised.

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PROCEEDINGS AT THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


The Annual General Meeting of the Illuminating 
Engineering Society was held in the Lecture Theatre 
‘of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers, on Tues- 
day, May 12, 1936. Members assembled for light re- 
freshments at 6.30 p.m., and the chair was taken by 
Mr. A. W. Beuttell, the President, at 7 p.m. 

The Honorary Secretary having read the notice 
convening the meeting, the minutes of the last Annual 
General Meeting, which had been published, were 
taken as read. 

Tue PRESIDENT, in presenting the report of the 
Council for the past session, explained that the re- 
port had been circulated to all members of the 
Society. It was, therefore, only necessary to deal 
with it very briefly. He drew attention to the changes 
in officers for the new session, which were as fol- 


lows: Mr. A. Cunnington, President; Mr. Percy 
Good, Vice-President; and Mr. E. Stroud, Hon. 
Treasurer. 


The session, the President added, had been active 
and had included many innovations based chiefly on 
suggestions made by his predecessor. There were 
now separate “Transactions,” and, as a result, an 
improved journal. The nucleus of a library was 
being formed. The new Photometric Section was 
functioning, and other sections were in process of 
formation. Both the ordinary and-the sustaining 
memberships had been substantially increased, an 
improvement which the Council hoped would be pro- 
gressively maintained. Indeed, such an increase in 
membership was necessary in order to enable 
the Society to extend its work. He was pleased to 
be able to announce corresponding progress in the 
financial position. 

The Society continued to be interested in the work 
of other bodies through its members serving on their 
committees; including the National Illumination 
Committee of the International Commission on Illu- 
mination, so well supported by British delegates at 
its 1935 Session in January. 





The President then called upon Mr. Percy Good 
to present the statement of accounts for the past year. 


Mr. Percy Goop (Honorary Treasurer) briefly re- | 
ferred to the salient features of the accounts, which 
revealed steady progress, and drew attention to cer- } 
tain facts stated in the report.
